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The principal Chinese Communist university for military and political training 
is in Chiamusau (130=?X, 46=49). ' ° 

Courses are given in military science,, politics, art, iron work (t) and literature* 
Thera ere approximately 4.,00Q students divided into three classes and the entire 
course takes five years to oomplete 0 Seventy students who completed the first 
term at this university in the spring of 1947 were sent to the southern gone 
of X f i for underground operations* 

There are branch schools of the university at Barbin, Tsitsihar* T unghua (126-67, 
41--’41) and Lungching ( 129-23, 42=45) . These schools concentrate on military and 
political courses. Students majoring in the military course are required to 
take 20 per cent of their work in political subjects and those majoring in the 
political course are required to take 20 par cent of their training in military 
courses* The number of students in these branch schools varies from 2*000 
to 3,000 (per school). Eighty per oent of the students enrolled in these school* 
are taking the military oourse. 

In all :f the schools the division of students is approximately 60 per oent 
Korean .xd 50 per cent Chinese. The instructors are Korean and Chinese who have 
graduated from Soviet schools. 


4. In addition to the large Officers' Training School at Chiamussu there are three 
schools for the training of Air Corps, Tank Corps and Intelligence personnel.
